1. claims: 1-29 

A method of deactivating a pathogenic chemical agent by 
subjecting the pathogenic chemical agent to a peroxide and a 
nitrogen compound of formula NR1R2R3 where Rl, R2 ,R3 are H 
or alkyl group. 



2. claims: 30-40,46-53 

A method and an apparatus of deactivating a biologically 
active substance by subjecting it to a mixture of a strong 
oxidant and an alkaline compound both in a gaseous form. 



3. claim: 41 

A method for decontamination of an item contaminated with 
GD, the method characterized by contacting the item in an 
enclosure with a vapor containing a peroxide and ammonia 



4. claims: 42-45 

A method of deactivating a pathogenic chemical compound by 
forming a peroxide vapor and increasing the pH of the vapor 
with a pH-increasing compound. 



The common concept linking together the independent claims is the 
deactivation of a pathogenic chemical agent by contancting this 
pathogenic chemical agent by a mixture containing a peroxide. 
From document US 6245957 it is known that chemical warfare agents are 
neutralised by contacting these with a composition containing peroxide. 
This composition can be in solid, liquid, spray or vapor form (see col. 
2, lines 4-61 and col. 3, lines 1-8). 

Accordingly the common concept linking the independent claims of the 
application is not novel. . 
The independent claims define 4 different inventions not linked by a 
single general inventive concept.
